IT PRODUCTS is a prior catalog of applicant's exclusive licensee. 

Applicant's licensee, under applicant's direction, has fabricated plugs with 
ridges molded into the outer surface and has fabricated wrapped plugs with an 
outer nylon cloth wrap to provide a surface texture. However, the combination of 
a series of alternating raised ribs and textured bands is a novel combination of the 
features of the two different prior art plugs that provides improved gripping and is 
believed patentable.
